Aviva Patt was online at 7 a.m., ready to sign up for new health 
insurance coverage available under the Affordable Care Act. 
And again at 7:30 a.m. And 8. And 10. And 2 p.m. 

The 58 -year-old Chicago entrepreneur and cancer survivor 
tried at least eight times through Tuesday afternoon to log on 
to the federal website, but she was unable to create an account, 
the first step in selecting a health plan. 

“It’s very frustrating,” said Patt, who buys individual cover- 
age through Illinois’ high-risk health insurance pool for $731 
a month. “I’m trying to be patient, because I know this is the 
first day, but you know, they’ve had three years to figure this 
out and they should have expected people to be using it today” 
Across the country and in Illinois, the online insurance mar- 
ketplaces created under President Obama’s health care law 
struggled to get off the ground Tuesday, as a crush of consum- 
ers and technical problems slowed enrollment on the first day 
Americans could sign up for coverage. 

Consumers seeking to view and compare insurance plans on 
healthcare.gov, the federal website running the Illinois ex- 
change, were met with long delays, error messages and a largely 
non-working sign-up system.

LAWMAKERS POINT FINGERS ON 
FIRST DAY OF GOVERNMENT SHUTDOWN

WASHINGTON President Obama and congressional Republicans came no closer to 
ending a standoff Tuesday that has forced the first government shutdown in 
17 years and thrown hundreds of thousands of federal employees out of work. 

As police cordoned off landmarks such as the Lincoln Memorial and govern- 
ment agencies stopped cancer treatments and trade negotiations, Republicans in 
the House of Representatives moved to restore funding to national parks, veterans 
care and the District of Columbia. 


An effort to pass the three bills fell short 
Tuesday evening, but Republicans plan to try 
again Wednesday They are likely to be defeat- 
ed by the Democratic-controlled Senate. 

The standoff has raised new concerns 
about Congress’ ability to perform its most 
basic duties. An even bigger battle looms as 
Congress must raise the debt limit in com- 
ing weeks or risk a U.S. default that could roil 
global markets. 

“This is a mess. A royal screwup,” said Rep. 
Louise Slaughter (D-N.Y). 

Obama accused Republicans of taking the 
government hostage in order to sabotage his 
signature health care law, the most ambitious 
social program in five decades. 

Republicans in the House view the Afford- 
able Care Act as a dangerous extension of gov- 
ernment power and have coupled their efforts 
to undermine it with continued government 
funding. The Democratic-controlled Senate 
has repeatedly rejected those efforts. 

“They’ve shut down the government over an 
ideological crusade to deny affordable health 
insurance to millions of Americans,” Obama 
said in the White House Rose Garden. 

Spending authority for much of the govern- 
ment expired at midnight Monday but that 
did not prevent the Obama administration 
from opening the health-insurance exchanges 
that form the centerpiece of the law. 

Republicans said Obama could not com- 
plain about the impact of the shutdown while 


refusing to negotiate. 

“The White House position is unsus- 
tainably hypocritical,” said Michael Steel, a 
spokesman for House Speaker John Boehner. 

Republicans said their latest proposal 
would help elderly veterans who earlier in the 
day pushed past barricades at the National 
World War II Memorial to get into the shut- 
tered site. 

“They’re coming here because they want to 
visit their memorial, the World War II Me- 
morial. But no, the Obama administration 
has put barricades around it,” said Rep. Mike 
Simpson (R-Idaho). 

The veterans had gotten in to the memorial 
with help from several Republican lawmak- 
ers. But they didn’t seem particularly inter- 
ested in taking sides. 

“It’s just like a bunch of little kids fighting 
over candy” said George Atkinson, an 82-year- 
old Coast Guard veteran of the Korean War. 
“The whole group ought to be replaced, top 
man down.” 

The selective spending plan appeared to 
temporarily unite Republicans, heading off 
a split between Tea Party conservatives who 
pushed for the government funding confron- 
tation and moderates who appear to be losing 
stomach for the fight. 

Rep. Peter King, a New York moderate, es- 
timated that more than 100 of the chamber’s 
232 Republicans would back Obama’s demand 
to restore all government funding without

conditions. That would be enough to easily 
pass the House with the support of the cham- 
ber’s 200 Democrats. 

The shutdown closed landmarks like the 
Grand Canyon and pared the government’s 
spy agencies by 70 percent. In Pennsylvania, 
white supremacists had to cancel a planned 
rally at Gettysburg National Military Park. 


Republicans and Democrats traded blame 
for the shutdown, but many seemed deeply 
embarrassed for the institution as a whole. 

Several said they planned to donate their 
salaries to charity or forgo pay altogether. 

“This is a black eye on our government at 
all levels,” Rep. Michael Grimm (R-N. Y.) said. 
“I think it’s a low point for us.”

Gaps in the national government’s Web 
presence appeared Tuesda}^ from the Li- 
brary of Congress and the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention to NASA and 
the National Park Service. 

Some websites were shuttered com- 
pletely Many were operating at reduced 
capacity Blunt messages and apologies 
were the order of the day 

“Due to the temporary shutdown of the 
federal government, the Library of Con- 
gress is closed to the public and research- 
ers beginning October i, 2013 until further 
notice,” the library website’s home page 
announced. 

NASA was just as direct. 

“Sorry, but we won’t be tweeting/re- 
sponding to replies during the government 
shutdown,” the space agency’s Twitter feed 
announced. “Be back as soon as possible.” 


Practically irrelevant during the govern- 
ment shutdown some 17 years ago, it was a 
different story with many federal websites 
Tuesday 

Visitors to whitehouse.gov were greet- 
ed with a notice that information on the 
site might not be up to date. “Some sub- 
missions may not be processed,” it read, 
“and we may not be able to respond to 
your inquiries.” 

The Smithsonian’s Web presence was 
available but offered an alert that all mu- 
seums and the National Zoo were closed. 
A popular feature on the zoo’s website, its 
live animal cameras, showed an error mes- 
sage in place of video of the zoo’s baby gi- 
ant panda. 

“The cams require federal resources, pri- 
marily staff, to run and broadcast,” a mes- 
sage on the site read. “They’ve been deemed 
non-essential during the shutdown.” 


Shutdown 
trickles down 
to Illinois

Workers were sent home, campers were roused 
from their tents and tourists were turned away 
at attractions Tuesday as the partial shutdown of 
the federal government took effect in the Chi- 
cago area and across Illinois. 

From downtown high-rises to Naval Station 
Great Lakes and the Lincoln Home in Spring- 
field, thousands of federal workers were handed 
furlough notices and told to watch the news for 
clues as to when they would be able to go back 
to work. 

The dreaded shutdown caught some by sur- 
prise and left people frustrated with lawmakers 
in Washington who failed to meet a Monday 
night deadline to keep federal agencies funded. 

“I always thought they’d get it together at the 
last minute,” said Scott Stemmen, a furloughed 
employee at the General Services Administra- 
tion. “But it is what it is.” 

In addition to furloughs at the Chicago offices 
of federal agencies like the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the Department of Labor, 
the shutdown led to temporary layoffs for doz- 
ens of state workers whose positions are funded 
by the federal government. An additional 73 em- 
ployees will be laid off beginning Wednesday said 
a spokesman for Gov Quinn’s budget office. 

It was unclear how many of the 52,000 fed- 
eral workers in Illinois had been furloughed by 
Tuesday Because some federal offices were able 
to draw temporarily on financial reserves or were 
allowed to hold onto essential employees, the 
immediate effects of the shutdown were felt un- 
evenly 

Aside from the sight of gloomy faces leaving 
federal office buildings Tuesday afternoon, it was 
business as usual for most Chicagoans. 

The shutdown was only briefly mentioned by 
Mayor Emanuel during an event hosted by the 
Chicago Metropolitan Battered Women’s Net- 
work to kick off Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month. 

“We as a city are not going to let Washington’s 
dysfunction prevent us from doing what we need 
to do for all the mothers and the girlfriends here 
in the city of Chicago,” Emanuel said. 

But in various places outside the city the ef- 
fects of shutting down the federal government 
overnight were obvious. 

Mindy Habecker, a Wisconsin resident who 
was on a camping trip at the Indiana Dunes 
National Lakeshore, was hustled off her camp- 
site Tuesday morning after being awakened late 
Monday to pay her fee before the ranger’s office 
closed down. 

“I didn’t get a chance to enjoy the park at all,” 
Habecker said as she rushed to pack up her silver 
Subaru.

Meet the chefs representing Chicago

It also features 
two Chicago chefs who met for the first time on the show: Carlos Gaytan of 
Mexique in West Town and Aaron Cuschieri of Slurping Turtle in River North. 
We chatted with each of them by phone in advance of Wednesday’s premiere to 
hear about their fondest food memories, reality show alibis and where they love 
to chow down when they close their kitchens for the night.

CARLOS GAYTAN 

Executive chef/owner at Mexique I Age 42 


Background: Gaytan grew up in 
. the state of Guerrero, Mexico, 
and learned to cook as a teen 
f from his mother, who ran a 
small restaurant. In 1991, he 
immigrated to the U.S. and worked as 
a dishwasher at the Sheraton North 
Shore Hotel and worked his way up to 
line cook. 

He then spent eight years at the 
Union League Club of Chicago. 

“It was my school,” he said. “I got all 
the knowledge I needed to be a chef” 

After three years as chef de cuisine 
at Bistrot Margot, he combined his 
love for French technique with his 
Mexican background and opened 
Mexique in West Town in 2008. 


Cooking style: “Modern Mexican with 
French influence.” 


How life has changed since Mexique 
earned a Michelin star: “I became a 
big figure in Mexico, being the first 
Mexican chef getting a Michelin star. 
So I’ve been traveling a lot in Mexico, 
doing a lot of speeches to young kids. 
... I want to let them know that {being 
a chef] is not an easy career, but it’s 
possible to be successful.” 


Least favorite ingredient: “I’m not 
really good at cooking rice. It never 
comes {out} the same, "ibu’re never 
going to see rice on my menu.” 

Favorite food memories: “I have so 
many Enchiladas verdes from my 
mother, I believe {are} one the best 
enchiladas I ever had in my whole 
entire life.” 

Guilty pleasure: Packaged chocolate 
cakes. “I have a dollar store next to me 
and I buy a couple packages. I’m sup- 
posed to hide them {from my kids] but 
they find them.” 

Off-duty snack: ‘At the end of the 

night, if I don’t to eat my food, I go buy 
just tacos.” His favorite taqueria near 
Mexique is LaTraspasada, where he 
likes to order the tacos de cabesa and 
tacos de barbacoa. 

When he’s not cooking, you might 
find him ... scuba diving. “Tbu know, I 
love the ocean. Every time we are on 
vacation, I try to go to places that I can 
be near the ocean and just snorkel or 
scuba diving with my kids. I just love 
being in the water all the time.”

STAGING THE 
EXISTENTIAL 

Playwright Noah Haidle and director Anne Kauffman 
bring ‘Smokefair to the Goodman Theatre 
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By Julia Borcherts i for redeye 
Noah Haidle enjoys writing surreal- 
ist plays that ask big questions and 
would fail anywhere except on the 
stage. Anne Kauffman enjoys direct- 
ing avant-garde works that ask big 
questions and rely on the confines 
of a theater to come to life. In April, 
Haidle — a Detroit-based playwright 
and screenwriter whose credits 
include the A1 Pacino-Christopher 
Walken film “Stand Up Guys”— and 
Kauffman— an Obie Award-winning 
New"ihrk-based director— teamed up 
for the world premiere of “SmokefaU” 
at California’s South Coast Repertory 
The magical realism drama centers 
around Violet, a woman about to give 
birth to twins who squabble in utero. 
She believes in love even though her 
father is becoming senile, her daugh- 
ter has stopped speaking and her 
husband is covertly planning to leave 
her. We met them during a rehearsal, 
where the team was working on the 
latest revisions, to learn more.

How he heightens the 
existentialist elements: Most of 
the vocabulary of the actual real 
existential questions is {Violet’s} 
fetuses’. I would never put that lan- 
guage in a character’s mouth if they 
were in reality So I thought it was 
just funny— I mean, the dichotomy 
of {also giving those characters] 
fart jokes. 

His approach to making a play: 

I feel like a play is as real as a 
football game is. A football game 
is not real life. The same with a 
play— it’s not real life. Film and 
TV do verisimilitude better than a 


play ever can. So why pretend? Tell 
a story that’s impossible to do any- 
where else. This play would make 
a {bleep}-y movie. I wouldn’t want 
to watch it. I mean, how would you 
do the fetuses? Move them around 
in fluid? That’s terrible. 

During his downtime: Last night 
we saw “The Crownless King,” by 
The House Theatre. It was neat! 

I had no idea what I was going to 
when I walked in. They must have 
had a stage direction that said, 
“Enter the dragon,” cause there 
was a big {bleep}ing dragon. I’m 
like, that’s a rare stage direction; 
you don’t read that too much. 

His “Stand Up Guys” on-set 
experience: I had an all-access 
pass and no discernible function, 
so I was just wandering around. I 
was an extra— my hand is playing 
pool. I got to ride in the back of a 
stunt car. I got my hair cut a couple 
times {laughs} by people. It was 
great.

How she adjusts to evolving 
scripts: I’ve learned that I need 
to have a very loose grip on stuff 
{Laughs.} Because if I get too at- 
tached to something, turning the 
ship around can be pretty tricky 
This is why working on new plays 
is so exciting and frustrating, but 
ultimately rewarding. 

What’s unique about working with 
Haidle: Eve never met a writer 
{laughs} who is more improvisa- 
tional in the room. Never in my 
life. He responds kinesthetically to 
what’s happening in the room, what 
the actors are bringing, who the ac- 


tors are, ideas that we have, what’s 
happening in our lives. So it’s sort 
of a junk drawer that he assembles 
and composes from the raw mate- 
rial that he has in front of him. 

Why this is a good thing: Of- 
tentimes, the question comes 
up, “What is the writer’s job in 
rehearsal?” And I think the writer’s 
job is to respond to what’s actually 
happening, to see who he has in 
front of him or her and make the 
play live in the moment there. And 
Noah takes that philosophy beyond 
any writer I’ve ever experienced. 

On her work in Chicago: I’m a New 

York director, but as far as we’re 
concerned, it’s a real coup to be 
able to break into Chicago theater 
because it’s a very insular, very 
company-driven, very tight-knit 
group of people. In New Y)rk, it’s 
a community that we admire from 
afar. And the fact that I actually get 
to permeate it, {laughs} knowing 
how hard it is, is thrilling. I love it.
